That man, Paul by name, stood 
the shock of the loss of the 
fairies mag nificently . But his sur­ 
vival of that tremendous ordeal 
was no accident. For what he 
really meant by “putting away 
childish thing s” was that he had 
acq uired a faith in God which 
held him steady even when life 
descended to those depths, so 
common in human ex perience, 
where every wish seems to g o 
unheeded and every- circumstance 
seems to be an ex act reversal of 
any thing we would choose.

May be ‘Co ld’ Mo ther Recalls

“Though I’ve n ever been a d emon strative person ,” writes Mrs. 
N, “I can hug an d kiss our little boy. But n ot his old er sister. My 
husban d says that my cold n ess to her is makin g her very jealous — 
an d that even if I d on ’t wan t to, I should force myself to hug an d 
kiss her. When he talks like this, it makes me very’ n ervous . . . ’* 
I would n ot like it, either. So let’s get rid of guilt that makes Mr. 
NTs accusation frighten in g. 
As a small child , d id Mrs. N. live with a very “d emon strative” 
ad ult? We’ve all kn own such people. They fin d other people’s weak­ 
n esses irresistibly appealin g. 
So, if a small child makes a mistake by mispron oun cin g a word , 
for example, they can ’t keep their han d s off him. They will poun ce 
on him — an d without the slightest in terest in his'respon se, lavish 
caresses on him. In d eed , if he wiggles resen tfully in the embrace 
he feels is assault, they simply clutch him hard er. 
If Mrs. N. was so victimized , she’s n aturally shy with d isplays of 
affection toward her old er child . An d the “cold n ess” of which her 
husban d complain s is n ot cold n ess at all. 
On the con trary, it probably in d icates a d esire for her d augh­ 
te r’s affection restrain ed by a most un d erstan d able fear of losin g 
it to the kin d of “d emon strativen ess” that aroused her resen tmen t. 
Outraged herself by overeffusive, d omin eerin g caresses as a 
child , Mrs. N. could n ’t possibly lavish them freely on the youn gster 
whose love she wan ts. 
Thus, the “cold n ess” which is regard ed as evid en ce of un n atural 
m atern al feelin g may be, for Mrs. N., the most n atural an d good 
on e — her effort, n ot to in jure, but to protect her child again st the 
resen tm en t she on ce felt toward aggressive hugs an d kisses. 
Nor it is a bit queer that she should be more relaxed w’ith her 
secon d child . It’s again quite n atural for mothers to be surer of 
themselves with the secon d child . But Mrs. N.’s con viction that 
she’s a bad mother has turn ed this n atural d evelopmen t in to an ­ 
other cause for worry over herself. 
So the problem is n ot Mi's. N.’s feelin gs but her suspicious d is­ 
trust of them. 
Mr. N. can ’t help her overcome self-accusation by tryin g to 
force d isplays of affection from her. I d on ’t won d er such d eman d 
makes her ’’n ervous.” The chan ces are, it echoes the very d eman d 
of her child hood that has mad e gen uin e expression of feelin g so 
hard for her.
